Absconding Book-keeper, and 
Misappropriated Funds, 


A dramatic episode occurred before 
the Board of Supervisors yesterday af- 
ternoon, which brought to the surface 
a heretofore unrevealed chapter in 
the management of the San Pedro 
Lumber Company, and caused a clash 
between Merick Reynolds, its former 
manager, and Detective Lawson. 

While the board was in session, 
Dunsmoor, County Clerk, came up and 
asked instructions as to whether or 
not he should show a certain bill pre- 
sented and sworn to by Merick Reyn- 
olds, to the newspaper reporters. 
While he was speaking, Mr. Reynolds 
appeared and jueated permission to 
speak a few wo 

He remarked that a bill of the San 
Pedro Lumber Company, over a year 
old, had been called in question, and if 
given to the newspapers it would un- 

oubtedly do him serious injury, and 
no one had been injured by a mistake 
which had occurred. 

The document itself was then pro- 
duced, and proved to be a bill of the 
San Pedro Lumber Company for lum- 
ber furnished to the Wilmington road 
district. The bill was in two sec- 
tions. One account, itemized, was 
dated September 3. 1888, and was for 
$24.55; the second was for $33.03. The 
two bills were attached and the affi- 
davit — Mr. Reynolds sworn to before 
Deputy Clerk Frank Lowry, accom- 

anied them. The trouble with the 

ilis was that in the one for $33.08 a 
figure 1 was placed before the first 3, 
making the amount $133.03 instead of 
$33.03, as the items footed up. This 
was — into the affidavit, and Mr. 
Reynolds swore to that amount in it. 
Mr. Lowry called the attention of the 
Board of Supervisors to the discrep- 
ancy, and the accounts were laid over 
from September until December, 1888, 
when the correct amount called for by

Mr. Reynolds said that there is no 
doubt that he made the raise in the 
bills himself, and thinks he did so be- 
cause there was a faint figure 1 before 
the 8, and he made it plainer, at the 
time he made the affidavit. He said 
that the company has had a thousand 
bills before the board and this and one 
other are the only ones which have 
been questioned. He felt that a cler- 
ical mistake like this, under the cir- 
cumgtances, would do him great injury 
to be published. He further said that 
the person who desires the publication 
bas gy object of injuring him.

was only a mistake on his part,

The false account 
has not been allowed, and bills are 
public documents, which the board has 
no right to withhold from observation. 
This settled the matter and Mr. Reyn- 
olds withdrew. 

From inquiries made after the epi- 
sode,a Ties reporter learned that 
Mr. "Reynolds is in a very embarrass- 
ing position, and that the examination 
of C. K. Drane’s accounts haa revealed 
a long series of discrepancies, with 
which he is charged. Immediately 
after Drane’s shortage was discovered, 
a complete investigation of the books 
was begun by an expert accountant. 
They have been taken up from the in- 
auguration of the business of the com- 
pany, in 1882, and all along down the 
ine a systematic course of falsifying 
the accounts has been found to exist. 
The falsification includes the pay-roll 
and all accounts where falsification 
was possible. Reynolds was the gen- 
eral manager of the company, and 
Drane was the book-keeper. It has 
been learned that a number of in- 
stances have been discovered in which 
the money was traced directly to Reyn- 
olds’s pockets, and, upon being con- 
fronted with the evidence, he has in a 


number of instances acknowledged the 


matter. It has been known for a 
month past that Reynolds was impli- 
cated. 

J. A. Hooper, president of the com- 
pany, was seen last evening by a re- 
porter, but was reluctant to talk about 
the affair. He says that he does not 
want to attract sensational attention 
tothe case by long publications in 
newspapers. When asked whether or 
not it is true that Mr. Reynolds has 
acknowledged thathe has taken money 
belonging to the company, he replied 
that he has done so, and that he has 
been discharged, L. W. Blinn having 
taken his place. 

When asked what is the nature of the 
defalcation, he said that it consists in 
falsification of the pay-roll and numer- 
ous items running back for five years. 

Do you know whether or not Mr. 
Reynolds and Drane were together in 
their operations?“ 

Lou can draw your own inference. 
Drane knew that Reynolds’s orders 
were wrong when he made the entries. 
Yes, Drane was a good book-keeper.”’ 

“It has been said that Mr. Reynolds 
says the company exacted the security 
from him, which he has given.“ 

“If he says that he will have to take 
it back.

The Lawyers’ Committee Makes 4 
Sudden Adjournment. 


The Grievance Committee of the 


Bar Association met last night to re- 
sume the investigation of the short- 
hand reporters. The meeting was in 
the Law Library, and the doors were 
again closed against newspaper re- 
porters. 

After the doors had been closed the 
committee retired into an inner room 
for consultation. They were closeted 
for afew minutes and then returned 
to the room in which the shorthand 
men and witnesses were present. 

It was announced that the com- 
mittee had decided not to take 4 
testimony at that time, and it ad- 
journed at once without the examina- 
tion of any witnesses. Those present 
were somewhat nonplused over the 
sudden action taken; but the com- 
mittee doubtless had good reasons for 
pursuing the course marked out. 

As one result of the action of the 
Bar Association heretofore taken in 
the matter of the methods of certain 
of the shorthand men, Judge Wade 
yesterday inaugurated the rule that 
reporters’ fees must be paid to the clerk 
of the court, and not directly to the 
reporters themselves. This is done to 
regulate the payment of the $10 per 
diem allowed reporters,and make a 
satisfactory and legal apportionment 
of that amount, where a reporter has 
more than one ease in a day. One of 
the abuses charged has been that C. T. 
Rutan and his associates have char 
more than the $10 per diem where they 
have had more than one case ina day. 
Whether this be trueor not Jud 
Wade has started the new method in 
his court, of which Mr. Rutan is the 
official reporter, in order to meet the

LOUIS RICHEMONT ON TRIAL 
FOR MURDER. 


He Stuck a Knife Nine Inches Into 

Martian Winters, Piercing the 

Heart—An Unfaithful Woman 
the Cause of Trouble. 


The trial of Louis Richemont began 
before Judge Shaw yesterday, and 
promises to be very sharply contested. 
He is accused of murdering Martin 
Winters at San Pedro, July 22d last. 
He is represented by Messrs. Shinn, 
Edgerton ard Ling, and the prosecu- 
tion is conducted by Mr. Hardesty. 
The entire morning was occupied in 


securing a jury, the panel of 30 jurors b 
being used up in the attempt. The 


taking of testimony began at 2 o’clock. 

The particulars of the murder were 
given at the time by Toe Tuts, and 
are briefly as follows: Winters was 
first mate on the schooner Jessie Minor. 


A notorious woman named Pear! Hin- to this 


ton had lived with him at San Pedro, 
and while he was away on a voyage 
formed a liaison with Louis Riche- 
mont. When Winters returned to San 
Pedro he discovered the trick played 
on him, and went to Richemont’s house. 
A row ensued between the men, and 
Winters was stabbed in the heart, 
death resulting almost instantaneously. 
His arrest took place a few minutes 
afterwards. The Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a divided v-rdict. Coroner 
Meredith and three of the jurors signed 
a report charging Richemont with the 
murder, while five others signed a re- 

rt that he killed Winters in self- 

efeuse. 

The first witness called was Dr. W. 
A. Weldon, who described the wound. 
He said that the knife entered under 
the ribs, and was an up-cut, piercing 
‘the heart; also that it was nine inches 
deep. This was the only cut he found, 
although there were several bruises on 
the face. 

James Adams, a colored man, was 
then examined. He testified that he 
was on Front street in San Pedro the 
evening of the shooting, and took sev- 
eral drinks with Winters. Shortly 
after 6 o’clock he went up with Win- 
ters to the Richemont house. Before 
— reached the door they separated, 
and Adams started for his own house, 
about 40 or 50 feet distant. He had 
only gone a part of the distance when 
he heard a groan from Richemont's 
house, and turned back. When he got 
to the door he saw a man named 
Shorty at the door. Pushing in, he 
saw inters lying on the and 
Richemont standing up on the bed 
striking at him with a_ knife. 
He made a grab at his hand, but 
missed it, stopping the blow, however. 
Then he bit Richemont, knocking 
him down. He took the knife away 
from him, telling him he had killed 
Winters. To this Richemont replied 
no, he had not. At this moment Con- 
stable Morrison came in and arrested

story he told, although some slight dis-

The Constable said 
that he noticed a pistol on Winters as 
he lay on the floor. It was stuck in his 
trousers belt, and his vest was but- 
toned over it, showing that it had not 
been drawn. 

A Japanese cook on the Jessie Minor, 
who was a witness for the defense, was 
examined out of turn at this point, as 
the schooner sails this morning. He 
testified that the afternoon of the day 
of the murder Winters borrowed a 
revolver from him. He identified the 
revolver found on the corpse as the 
pistol thus loaned. 

The prosecution had not finished its 
testimony at the time of adjournment 
for the day. The case will be resumed 
this morning.

Councilman Van Dusen is very anx- 
ious to have Vallejo street filled, but 
as the street has not been * 1 by 
the city the board will not any 
steps at the present time. The street 
is in a frightful condition and some- 
thing should be done at once. 

The levee at the Kuhrts-street bridge 
isin a bad condition, and if there is 
high water this winter a large portion 
of the city above the water front will 
be flooded. The bulkhead was put in 
by the Santa Fé Company, and the 
City — 1 will be instructed to 
take steps to have the break repaired. 
On the East Los Angeles side of the 
bridge there is a deep hole where stag- 
nant water accumulates, and as the 
land is owned by private parties, the 
Health Officer will be asked by the 
board td look into the matter. 

The board then drove thro the 
city to Seventh street, west of Hill, 
where it is being graded. This street 
will be one of the finest driveways in 
the city, but it is hardly wide enough 
in the western part, and the board is 
of the opinion that it should be widened 
before itis built up. At 63 
— 4 three houses have to be mov 


to Westlake Park. Work on the park 
is progressing rapidly. The street is 
built on the dam, which is not as wide 
as it should be, and the board will take 
steps to have it widened. This should 
be done, not only to widen the street, 
but also for the purpose of stren „ 
ing the dam, as there is considerable 
oe in case of high water. 

The drain where Whitmer street 
crosses Seventh is not sufficient to 
carry off the water during the rainy 
season. The City Engineer will be 
instructed to enlarge the drain.

THE distinguished English author,Sir 
Edwin Arnold, who has been very hos- 
pitably entertained in San Francisco, 
sailed yesterday for Japan. Sir 
Edwin is an admirer of the United 
States, and will undoubtedly do us 
justice should he write a book ‘about 
his trip. 


PARAGUAY, away down towards 
Cape Horn, is always regarded asa 
country beyond the confines of civiliza- 
tion, yet it is quite possible that Para- 
guay may get a beet-sugar factory 
while Los Angeles is talking about 
one. That distant country is said to 
be negotiating with parties in Califor- 
niaforthe establishment of an im- 
mense sugar-beet farm. 


ARRANGEMENTS are being made to 
land the eastern mails in San Fran- 
cisco ten hours earlier than at present. 
It is a wonder that such a step as this 
has not been taken before, considering 
the demand for fast travel. It ought 
to be quite feasible to land a passenger 
in Los Angeles from New York within 
four and a half days. The run of three 
and a half days across the continent 
by the Jarrett and Palmer train, in 
1876, bas, we believe, never since been 
equalled. 


WunItx a majority of our vineyard- 
ists are complaining that grapes at 
present prices do not pay, and are— 
many of them—pulling up their vines, 
there are at least some who are receiv- 
ing big money for their product, and 
are increasing their acreage. These 
are the vineyardists who have choice 
table grapes. A Sacramento firm 
of grape-growers recently sold in 
New York a car of Mus- 
cat, Tokay and Cornicheon grapes at 
a price which netted them about $125 a 
ton on the vines, or over 6 cents a 
pound, over all expenses. Another 
Sacramento county grower has re- 
ceived, in several instances, from $150 
to $200 a ton above all expenses for his 
grapes on the vines. These grapes are 
all grown with the aid of irrigation. 
Such examples point a moral to those 
of our grape growers who are in the 
dumps. 


NORTH AMERICA now has several 
transcontinental railroads, but the 
first one from ocean to ocean south of 
the Isthmus has yet to be completed. 
Itis expected that it will be finished 
in 1892. The passage of the Andes is 
a more difficult task than that which 
presented itself to the builders of our 
transcontinental lines, when they came 
to the backbone of the continent. The 
Transandean Railroad, which was com- 
menced nineteen years ago, is to run 
from Buenos Ayres to Valparaiso, a 
distance of 871 miles. It is much 
shorter in distance than any of our 

anscontinental lines, but with more 
climbing to do. The passage of tbe 
Andes is accomplished at the Cumbre 
Pass, which is 13,015 feet above sea’ 
level. The railroad, however, crosses 
by means of a tunnel, more than three 
miles long, at an elevation of 10,440 
feet above the sea, 402 feet lower than 
the highest point on the Denver and 
Rio Grande in Colorado. 


THE BOOM UP NORTH. 


~ The Puget Sound cities—Tacoma 
and Seattle—appear still to be enjoying 
a sort of a boom, although they must 
haye almost reached the limit which 
Los Angeles touched in August, 1887, 


‘85 | to judge from the prices asked there 


for real-estate. Of course the Puget 
Sound real estate dealers and specu- 
lators are thoroughly confident: that 
the present condition of affairs will 
last indefinitely. So were our people, 
alittle over two years ago. Now, 
they have “learned the mathematical 
fact that an undue elevation is bound 
to be followed by a corresponding de- 
pression. 

Tacoma is a city of about 25,000 
population. A correspondent of the 
Washington Star who is not bearing“ 
the city, but, on the contrary, appears 
to be enthusiastic about it, has the 
following to say in regard to the real 
estate value there: 


Land in the city is very high, ranging in 
price from $1500 to $60,000 per lot. I found 
no lot offered for sale within the city for 
less than 61500. Nearly all of the lots are 
20 by 120 feet. The country extending back, 

robably four miles, is ail divided Into city 
ots, which sell for from 
lot. Not a foot of land can be bought on 
the point of land on which Tacoma is situ- 
ated for less than $500 per acre, and out at 
American Lake, twelve miles distant, they 
ask $1000 per acre for land. Fortunes have 
been made in these lands within the last 
few years. 


We know all about this in Los An- 
geles. We have been through the mill. 
A day of reckoning will come tor the 
Puget Souud boomers, as it did for the 
Los Angeles speculators, who grew 
rich so rapidly—in their minds. | 
We would not, however, be under- 
stood as saying that such a reaction 
will be permanent on the Sound, any 
more than it will bé with us in South- 
ern California. Washington Terri- 
tory’s resources are different from 
ours, but they are indubitably great 
and sufficient to build up large cities 
on the Sound. They have timber and 
mineral and a magnificent harbor, all 
of which will remain with them, boom 
or no boom. 

The ultimate future of that section 
admits of no question. It is with the 
proximate future of the cities to which 
the development of Washington’s la- 
tent resources has given birth that we 
are now dealing. We say that it is 
very foolish for Southern Californians 
to go to Tacoma and Seattle at present, 
expecting to repeat the story of the 

Angeles real-estate boom. The 
figures quoted by the correspondent re- 
ferred to show that the game is too far 
advanced. In Los Angeles,a city of 
75,000 population—three times that of 
Tacoma—land and lots can be pur- 
chased at one-third the prices men- 
tioned.’ The figures given may possibly 
be exaggerated, although, as stated, 
the writer of the letter is engaged in 
praising the country, but, making 
every possible allowance for exaggera- 
tion, it is evident that prices of real 
estate up there have reached a danger- 
ous and, for the present, unwarranted 
inflation. When, further, we consider 
the advantages of our climate as com- 
pared with the rains ond of the 
Washington coast, and also remember 
that Los Angeles has an easy lead in 
this section, while several cities within 
a few miles are struggling for suprem- 
acy on the Sound, it must be admitted 
that the inducements offered for in- 
vestment in Los Angeles property, at 
present low prices, are ten to one, as 
compared with those presenting them- 
selves up north. 


STILL LABORING. 


The Asylum Commissioners met 
again yesterday at San Bernardino, 
but were unable to come to any con- 
clusion and adjourned. 

There are not wanting m&levolent 
persons who assert that all this pre- 
liminary indecision is only prefatory 
to the selection of an already decided 
upon site. But then there are always 
plenty of people who have unpleasant 
things to say. 

The excitement continues at San 
Bernardino, to judge from the Courier, 
which on Wednesday confined its edi- 
torial columns entirely to the great 
Insane Asylum site issue, publishing 
about 40 paragraphs on the question, 
some of which were almost permeated 
with the divine afflatus, especially that 
one in which the grand mountain 
scenery is held up as a remedy for 
mental disease. 

As we remarked yesterday it is diffi- 
cult for the average mind to compre- 
hend the advantages which are ex- 
pected to accrue’ to a city from the 
location of an insane asylum in its im- 
mediate neighborhood. Strangers are 
apt to be attracted toa place because 
it has good climate, good soil, good 
schools, good society, or even good 
scenery; but it is doubtful whether 
the tide of immigration could be 
measurably increased by the presence 
of a good asylum for the insane. 

Toa man up a tree it looks as if 
after all this hesitation and delay a site 
would eventually be chosen which had 
long since been decided upon. 
As already remarked, all THE 
Tres cares in this matter is that a 
healthy and otherwise desirable loca- 
tion should be chosen. 


ENGLISH RECOGNITION. 


Europe has been very slow to recog- 
nize the growing importance of the 
United States in the affairs of the 
world. This is partly due to ignorance 
and partly to a disinclination to con- 
cede that the United States can ever 
become a factor in the world’s politics. 
It is only lately, and especially since 
the success of this country in the Sa- 
moan conference, that occasional rec- 
ognitions of our proper standing have 
been made iff the European press. 
They are still far from common, for 
which reason the following noteworthy 
observations from the London Specta- 
tor are worth reproducing:

American Republic is 1 opposed, 
There is not a diplomatist in Europe who 
does pot know this, or who does not hold 
that Napoleon III. was only sane in quit- 
ting Mexico, and that Prince Bismarck 
showed his wisdom when, rather than quar- 
rel seriously with Washington, he aban- 
doned all pretensions in Samoa.

No State, however powerful, will ever

It was of that he thought 
when he pointed out that already Great 
Britain was surpassed in on by the 
Republic, as a century hence Europe, as a 
whole, probably will aiso be.

THE OF OCTOBER 


IN HISTORY. 


Gen. Lane marched from Puebla, 
Mexico, in October, 1847, to attack 


Gen. Rea of Santa Ana's army at 
ATL Ixco, 80 miles from that place. 
Lane’s cavalry first encountered Rea’s 


rear guard on October 18th, when 
skirmishing was kept up till the main 
body arrived. The Mexicans then fell 
back to Atlixco, maintaining a running 
fight all the way. Their main body 
was encountered less than two miles 
from Atlixco. A division of cavalry 
dashed in among them and drove the 
enemy into a thick chapparal, into 
which the horses could not enter, upon 
which the cavalrymen dismounted, 
rushed into the thicket and, aftera 
long and flerce hand-to-hand "conflict, 
drove them out of the chapparal. The 
rest of the American army coming vp, 
the Mexicans led into the town, ren 
Lane’s artillery, which was posted 

a hill commanding the 8 opened a 
furlous bombardment by moon 
The Mexicans fled with great 

At Atlixco Santa Ana’s troops deserted 
him, and he fled alone to the coast. 
Such was the last battle, and thus 
ended the active military operations of 
the Mexican war. 

On the 18th of October 1826, the 
LAST STATE LOTTERY was drawn An 
England. The ceremony took placein 
Cooper's Hall, Basinghall street; and 
although the public attraction to this 
last of a long series of legalized swin- 
dles was excessive, and sufficient to in- 
conveniently crowd the hall, means, 
ordinary and extraordinary, had been 
resorted to as an inducement to the 
public to try their luck“ for the last 
time. By this abolition of lotteries, 
the Government lost an annualrevenue 
of. £300,000, but it was deemed 
expedient to abolish an institution 
which caused so much poverty among 
the people. None therefore, mourned 
over the decease of the lottery, except 
the lottery oflice-keepers, a large body 
of men who rented expensive offices in 
all parts of England. 

Although RENE ANTOINE Fu- 
CHAULT DF REAUMER, who was born 
in 1683, and died October 18, 1757, ren- 
| dered great services to France, he is 
known to posterity only by his ther- 
mometer, that is to say, by his mode of 
graduating thermometers, a very small 
thing in itself. He took the freezing 
and boiling points of water as two 
fixed points, and divided the interval 
with 80°, the freezing point being zero. 
Reaumer’s life was one long scientific 
investigation. Geometrical specula- 
tions; the strength of cordage; the de- 
velopmeut of the shell of testaceous 
animals; the coloring matter of tur- 
quoise gems; the manufacture of iron, 
steel and porcelain; artificial incuba- 
tion; the imitating of the famous pur- 
ple dye of the ancients; the gradua- 
tion of thermometers; the reproduc- 
tion of the claws of lobsters and crabs; 
the instincts and habits of insects—all, 
in turn, engaged the attention of this 
acute and industrious man, and all fur- 
nished him with means of increasing 
the sum-total of human knowledge. 
Great as were the scientific labors of 
Fahrenheit, his thermometric scale is 
the only thing for which he is now re- 
membered, and the same remark is 
equally trueof Reaumer. Had not the 
scales of these two investigators come 
into use in England and on the conti- 
nent, their names would now be for- 
gotten.
